•wish it had been possible for me to go 
again to Minnesota. 
Unfortunately it 


is physically impossible. 
Nine states 


have now held presidential primaries, 
or their equivalent—North Dakota, AVis- 
consin, Illinois. Pennsylvania, Nebraska, 
Oregon, New Hampshire, Massachusetts 
and Maryland. These states, the only 
ones in which there has been a free 
chance for the expression of the popular 
will, are to be represented by 256 dele- 
gates in the Chicago convention. 


Forty of these delegate* are instruct- 


ed for "President Taft and 16 are against 
him. 
He has carried but two of the 


nine states—new Hampshire arid Mas- 
sachusetts—while in 'Massachusetts the 
Roosevelt delegates at large were elect- 
ed by over twice the •ini'.iority which 
Mr. Taft obtained on preferential vote. 
In Maryland the majority against Mr. 
Taft was |about the same, proportionate- 
ly, as the majorities for him in Mas- 
sachusetts and New Hampshire. In the

states 
tlie 
majorities 


against him range from 2 to 1, to 20 
to 1. 


Against Mr.' Taft. 


"In all the states together about three 


out of every four of the republicans who 
voted at the primaries were against Mr. 
Taft. If primaries could be held in all 
the states there would undoubtedly bo 
no substantial variations from these fig- 
ures, and Mr. Taft could by no possibil- 
ity have 200 votes in the Chicago con- 
vention.

nation lies solely in securing at Chicago 
delegates who will misrepresent the will 
of tW:; people. He can get these dele- 


• gates not jn the primaries, -but in-the 


convention' states where delegates, are 
chosen under the old system, and even 
in theso. states he can only get them 
where the state is ruled by a boss.

Two rifles sounded 
from high up on the mountain side and 
one steel bullet tore through Callahan's 
left lung nnd another went through his 
leg. 
He fell while other bullets whis- 


He stands a 
fair chance to recover again. 


Kd Oallahan is an unusual man. He 


is 45, short and stocky, with a furtive 
air about him. Years ago he was the 
most feared "free lance" fcudist.

He defined "pensioner" 
as "a slave of state, hired by a sti- 
pend to obey his master," which defi- 
nition was made much of by the doc- 
tor's enemies when he himself was 
awarded a pension.

'he weighted line drags over ' the 
and beneath th« water and catches 
against any shell that Is projecting 
above the sand. A thin, flrm pole is

Indianapolis, May 10.—Dr. J. P- Si- 


monds, of the laboratory of hygieae ot 
the state board of health, has completed 
the first "germ outfits," which he ha 
prepared for use in Indiana schools, In 
outfits contain microscopic slide*, ou 
which .are exhibited germs of \ Carious 
kinds, usually those of the disekse-pro- 
ducing type," and other exhibit* t>f the 
work of "bacteria in many forms of life 
and matter. 


Dr. Simonds intends t-o "build a par- 


ticular exhibit for each teacher who ap- 
plies, the exhibit to fit the ne«d» of the 
particular school as nearly as possible. 
Many Indiana high scnools already arc 
supp'lied with microscopes and the ex- 
hibits which go to those institutions wil 
be more elaborate than the others. 


The flrst exhibit which lias been pre 


pared consists of microscopic slides on 
which are stained specimens of various 
bacteria and Pctri dishes containing cul- 
ture media for experiments in the class. 
All the germs aeut with the outfit have 
been killed and the specimens may bo 
handled without danger. An oil immer- 
sion lens is necessary for proper exami- 
nation of the specimens. 


The bacillus of diphtheria, that of tu- 


berculosis, 
staphylococci 
and typhoid 


fever have been iucloscdy in the first ex- 
hibit. The staphylococci germs are those 
which cause boils. 


. Experiments Prepared. 


A Ion" list of experiments, with the 


bacteria°in the exhibit as the subjects, 
1ms been described by Dr. Simonds for 
U-c benefit of the teachers. Describing 
the innovation of the state laboratories, 
Dr. Simonds said: 


-The exhibit is to he sent to any teach- 


er who applies for it. It isn't a fixed 
exhibit, but has to b» .made up .for each 
particular request. It is made in each 
case to nt the equipment of the school 
that is to use it. The object of the ex- 
hibit is to furnish the teacher- with ma- 
terial with which he can do the experi- 
ments before his classes. 
This is be- 


lieved to bo a much better method than 
sending out specimens already prepared, 
in such a way as to show the final re- 
sults of an experiment. 
_ 


"It is very likely that some of the ex- 


periments will not work out in ah ideal 
wav, but even with one ov two failures 
it "is believed that the pupils will get 
more value out of the exhibits if they do 
the work themselves tnnn otherwise. It 
it intended that each experiment will 
illustrate some principle of practical ny- 
giene. Such an example is contained in 
the experiment showing the difference 
in the number of germs on clean fingers 
and on dirty fingers. That experiment 
will- impress the students with the ne- 
cessity of cleanliness. All of the parts 
of the exhibit will be planned to bring 
about similar results."

an Authority. 


A mother can seldom withstand the 


tears, ot her baby, especially If It Is 
her first baby. And yet the fear that 
babies' win cry, or the mother's soft- 
ness of heart, accounts for much ol 
the over-lndulgeuco of children. 
As 


eoon as a child finds out that 
mother is perfectly willing for him to 
cry If he likes, and as long as he likes, 
and that It doesn't disturb her in the 
least, but ahe just sits complacently 
(outwardly!) by aafl reads.or sews, 
Crying loses Its virtue and life from 
that lesson on grows decidedly more 
Bunahlny. For most of tho crying ot 
a young child Is done deliberately be- 
cause the child soon finds out that it 
Is the way to get what It wants. "1 
know It la wrong to give In to my 
child when he cries," said a mother 
recently, "but I do It for the sake ot 
the neighbors." This feeling for ths 
neighbors Is penny wise, pound fool- 
ish. In the first place anyone who 
llres near babies expects to hear 
them cry more or less, because all 
babies cry. But no baby cries 
so 


much as the one whose mother Is so 
afraid of his crying that she is alwayi 
trying to prevent It. Hard-hearted It 
may sound, but the 
common sense 


fact remains' nevertheless 
that th« 


crying of a young child shall have nt 
weight whatever In his management, 
except as a symptom. In Itself cry- 
ing IB not serious; on the contrary, U 
Is healthful. 
A mother must decide 


whether the crying Is a symptom o 
pain, weariness or of temper. But 
having decided that, she must treal 
the pain, the weariness or the tern 
per, but never the crying Itself.— 
Ladies' Home Journal.
